On Mardi 2, 1972, the United States 
gavemment, as part of the on-going 
eonspiracy against Black and op- 
pressed peaple, and the Black Panther 
Party, tn particular, handed down a 
sec rel mdiet ment ogatnst the Chief 
of Sta ff of the Black Panther Party, 
David Ril Hard, Th is üvjs the second 
time that the fede ral govermnent had 
openly joined in the poUttcal fmme- 
up thruugh the courts. The pr&vious 
ttin o (1989}, the go ven) ment hadfalsely 
charged the Chief with "threatening 
the life'* of U,S. president Sixon. 
Wh en no eoidence could be fabricated, 
these phony charges were dropped. 

The current indictment chargedthat 
David had perjured himsclf in Jmuary, 
1971, uhm he was stilt hoing charged 
with the premous indictment, The 
fade rat gQvo}*nmeni, tike the state 
tfüweminiwi!, is requi red, hy the U.S. 
constituiion, to pay court expvnses 
tor it a s.cUUcns when lhe\ are umbto 
to dost*. As is hts right, David applied 
for such "bmtefits*\ Inordoriodater- 
rntmt hts "etigibiltty", a hearing i«is 
held, in Jammry, 1971. .-W the Hearing, 
the govttmtaeni attempted tv say that 
fjcvtd w*is nat eltgthtv, thnt he mis 


ti ot penw <m<ï oppressed, The Govern¬ 
ment triid to say that David had 
'’PersotuiT' incomc and that he shoutd 
pay these court êxpmséS himsatf. 
The Chief of Sta ff expïcuncd to them 
that as a mumher of the Black Pan- 
Uier Party, he hadnopcrsonal incomc; 
that alt the fonds raised hy the Black 
Panther Party went to the PsopWs 
Comm im ily Survhm t Programs, A f that 
time, the govamment conceded that 
David could nol pay extravagant court 
casts, and generously "allowed** the 
use of Si 50,00 for court transcripts 
of the proceedings in the case, A 
year tater, they dectded that by cppiy- 
ing for and accapting such wi üid*\ 
David had petjured himseif. 

Stnce the curreni indictment pro- 
ceedings, m March 2, 1972, David 
has been to court for oarious pre - 
trial motions and to enter a plm., 
Of coursa, he pted no/ guilty, On 
April 20, 1972, he appeared bef ore 
Judgc Zirpoh in a L.S. Federal Court, 
At that time, kis nttomeys jiled the 
usttal pre-irtai motions, One of these 
motions ts culted o "discovory** mo¬ 
tton, A discovety motton is a moflon 
to sec or have for the defmse all 
the Quidenee that is to he nsed against 
a parson In hts trial. According to 
U,S. law t each person gang to trtal 
has the right to see all the cvidcnce 
that the prosecidtun has to hring of 
use ügutnsi him m trial, before the 
trial itsetf. that time, the motton 
was granted and the court orde red 
that the government turn omr alt 
of Us #f avidmee ", The govenimenFs 
attomey agraed. 

Part of the è ‘ evtdence** to be tumed 
over to the defense were the tapes 
of the government*s wire-tapped con * 
ver sa tions bet ween David and other 
Black Panther Party memhers, Stnce 
wirc-tapping /ros been nded Ülegat 
(by the zotermnent itself), for some 
tim€* the government satd it had 
records of rhearings ''. 

On Fnday, *\1ay 26 th, David re tumed 
tv court t for rulings un other pre - 
trial motions made by hts attomeys, 
yU this time, it uh 2 s reiwated that 
the gavemmcnl had not turned otter alt 
the avidencc as orde red, l .S, Federat 
AUamey Browning tried tv wade the 
tssueot wirc4apping C*overhearing*'}, 
prestinlmt: other male nat and sa- 
col Lid cvidence that was nat *tm*n in 
q nest ion, Whvn questionud aboul the 
wire-tap tapes, he admitteé that they 
had twt been tumed over, udding that 
hv dht md non» Dunk it necvssaty 


to tum them over. Finalty, he admit - 
fad that hts Posses in Washington, 
D,C. icould nol allow the evïdence 
to be tumed over, a ctear and direct 
violatton oj David* s canstitutional 
rights. 

After this btatant example of /roui 
the U.S. governmentfuncUons -justice 
and eqmlity for a few; racist rail roods 
for the poor and oppressad - Zirpoli 
was for eed to say that he would dis¬ 
miss the charges if the 
continued ia suppress this cvidence. 
Browning mum bied that he was surc 
that the re fitsal would stand . With 
that, David*s attomeys demanded the 
court call the government*$ Attorrwy 
Generales office in Washington, D.C. 
The govommmi agatn adamantty re- 
fused to release the wire~tap tapes 
ano the charges were declared dis- 
m tssed . 

The U.S. government taas neUher 
defeated m this mstance nor slapped f 
I j u we va r, fro m con t in uing lts on s taugk t 
upon David ffillmrd, Plans have 
atraady heen mode to start anoth&r 
round of f al se charges and indictmmts 
against the Chief of Stuff, as we tl 
as other Party members. Letters 
have been sent out stating that the 
U.S. Treasury Department is rccom- 
memïtng that Brotksr David Hilliard 
(and kis wife, Palricia) be indicted 
for ’*liabilUies tw in their income fox 
filings for the years 1966 through 
1970, 

Thus far, no indictment has been 
reteased. However, we know it is 
unly <1 matter of time before this 
lat est set of charges ts for m ally pre- 
sented. This ts all a part of step threc 
in the U.S. ruling cirete's unsuccess- 
ful plan to siïenctt David ïhtliard and 
other leaders of the Black Panther 
Party, the Party itselj and the sub - 
sèquent thrust for tiberatUm oti the 
part of the masses of Black and 
oppressed people inside the U.S. The 
mass Slaughter of Black people and 
murdenng of members of the Black 
Panther Party hy the poteer structure 
was step onê. Divtsionary taetlcs and 
stur cumpQtgTts initiated by govarn- 
ment agents uerv part qf phaso two, 
Tttey have uuled. Sa u tll step three.

derstandlng of why our Chinese com- 
rades refer to the govemment of the 
Soviet Union as one controllecl by 
sociol imperia! isis. The cxpanBloniSt 
policy of o so-ealled country, ïmo 
Eastem Europ©, rhe Middle East, and 
elsewhere, dominaiing, Like ennquer- 
ors f oppi eased peoples tbey prerended 
at helplng lu liberale, is a diagraee 
to the concept of tocialism and to 
humanïry, Duiing the Black Pamher 
Party V converaations thére, wtih öur 
Thuu World Comrades, we were given 
a ctearer view of the unity thm bas 
heen building between the Soviet Union 
and the LF.S, imperialist^. 

Hert* in this country, wecanohserve 
in the present president lal clccrlnn 
cnmpaigns that where Humphrey de- 
nounced Nixon, and McGovernclafraed

per cent of this number are Black, 
and 106 are allegedly diere beeduse 
rhey '*ran away from home”, 

The Audy Home wu^ supposedly 
established ro serve the needs of 
these children, In other words* crente 
an environment where love and con¬ 
cern could bc ahowfi eech child, where 
all basic needs woold be met. As with 
any auch plg "rehahilftmion center*\ 
what Ir preaches to be aboiir is always 
contrary to lts actual practica in

An exarnpte oj a corrupt official who 
was appointed to administer a, ju&tice 9 ' 
in Massachusetts is Judg* Jvrome 
Troy of the Dorchester , Massac.hu- 
setts District Court , In the anrcafs 
of the American judiciaï system there 
have numerous cases , particu- 
Êarty agamst Bleeks, where the judgs 
and the courts have emspired and 
committed crimes agoinsi the people' $ 
human right s m However, the corrupt ion 
of Judge Jerome Troy stands out as 
one of the more significant cases of 
judictal injustice, 

To begin with, Troy was appointed 
to Dorchaster District Court by hts 
good friend t and one time candidate 
for pid> f or (for u'/iom Troy t<«3S cam- 
paign manager}, Patrick ”Sanny'* Mc- 
Donough, for $.BS t OOO» As the fascist , 
raast dictator that ht is, Troy, after 
being appointed to hts judgeship, ts 
quoted as saying "Dorchester District 
Court is now my domain.** 

Judge Troy's flagrant molations of 
peopte*$ human rtghts and hts btatant 
fascist tactics towards Black andpoor 
people first became widety exposed 
by a white community based orga- 
nuation cailed T.P.F. (The People 
First), Since November, 1970, T,P.F, 
hascircutaied apetition soHcUing more 
than 10,000 signahues of Dorchester 
residents t alt of whom had witnessed 
directty or indtrectly the wteked 
treachery of Juulg* Troy , asking for 
Troy's tmpeachment from the Dor¬ 
chester court , Troy has violateddi jen- 
danls * rights through hts blatant dental 
of the rights of poot defendants to 
repte scnUit ion by appointed counsel, 
hearings on the issue af bait (38% 
of Troy's baits are over $10,000, 
which is at most twtee as mach as 
«En Uid nsigh boring court in lloxtntry, 
and tu mor« than 12 tirnes the per¬ 
centage tn ether disMctsJ, the right 
to apprat bmt and smlencesfiTray hos 
mtimidatvd welfare defendants to

T.P, IA has atsu petitioned the Bos¬ 
ton Bar AssociaUon to disbar Troy. 
Th ere are s overal mstances where 
Troy bluianity inolated defendants* 
rights , .4 defendant named George 
Murphy, who was charged with break- 
tng and entering, uxis found guilty 
and sentmeed hy Troy to 2 1/2 ymrs 
in prison, tvhich Troy promisad that 
he wou ld suspend t provided that George 
wollid waive hts right to appml, pay 
$200 restitxdion, and "get your fam- 
ily off welfare". Du ring the m iddle 
of another trial (o de fondant charged 
with Qssault and battery), Troy int ar- 
rupted the testimony of om of the 
witnesses to ask if any of the atlor - 
rigys had d ny business to fittend tö tn 
tmvn and wisfwd to be haard, Se verat 
attomeys rttspomled affirmatirnly and 
Troy sitspended the trial that iwus 
already in pregress and began to hear 
other cases. In stilt another trial. 
Victar Vega xvas charged with teaving 
the scene of an accident and troveling 
the wrorut way on a on*: wtiy straat. 
ViCtor, who speaks little Bngtish, 
was persuaded to $ign a \ natver of 
counsel shp . Vtctor’s interprater 

(chosm by the court) was asked by 
Troy it hether Victor wantod counsel, 
or did he imni to ptead guüty to 
the charges , The tnierproier t without 
confcrritig with Victor, answered to 
Troy that Victor woutd plmd guilty»

order to conceal Troy's corruplton 
(white inadverlmtly showing kis own
